The  Sanitation  Division  of  the  Public  Worlds  Department  is  responsible  for  refuse  removal  on  scheduled 
pickup  days;  there  can  be  a  maximum  of  five  (5)  barrels  of  refuse  in  any  one  pickup.  "Refuse"  is  defined  as: 

ashes,  garbage,  dead  animals  not  weighing  more  than  two  pounds,  papers,  cartons,  food  containers, 
boxes,  rags,  excelsior,  wood,  wallpaper,  leaves,  and  brush  provided  however,  that  no  such  material 
exceeds  30  inches  in  any  dimension,  bottles,  glass,  plaster  (not  over  2  bbl.).  tires  put  out  by  a 
household,  tin  cans,  mattresses  and  springs,  furnitures,  doors,  screens,  storm  windows,  Christmas 
trees,  refrigerators,  washing  machines,  hot  water  heaters,  and  other  appliances.  Discarded  lumber 
tied  in  bundles  and  including  doors  from  a  householders  work  on  his  own  premises  (but  not  in- 
cluding any  builder  or  tradesmen  work)  is  classified  as  household  refuse.  "Garbage"  includes  waste 
from  preparation,  processing,  handling  or  marketing  of  food. 

The  Sanitation  Division  will  not  pickup  any  household  appliances  and  furniture  exceeding  200  pounds  of 
weight  or  two  (2)  cubic  yards  in  volume,  and  bricks,  stone  earth,  demolition  material,  and  building  con- 
struction wastes.
